BANKING WAS 
INTERESTING 

Mr. MacKenzie Spoke to 
Commercial Society 

GOOD ATTENDANCE 



Speaker is General Manager 
of Montreal Trust 
Company 

"Some practical upases of Banking 
k'a we mod them" was the subject 
of mi address given by Mr. Hugh 
Blair MacKenzie to a largo gather- 
in;: of the members or the Commer- 
cial Society in the Union Grill Boom 
last night. Tho meeting- was one of 
the regulars semi-monthly meeting* 
of the Society. 

After the mlmi-ee of t-he last meet- 
ing- hnr] been read, the president, 
Terry Mitchell called on Quinlan of 
the Bouquet Committee (o give ;in 
nccoiint of the arrangements made 
Utriiilan stnted 'that the. comra-rtree. 
•had been exceedingly fortunate In 
secnrin.ç speaker*. Chancellor, E. \V. 
Boatty had promised to speak at Pie 
Banquet and Sir. I'-rcderiek Williams 
Taylor and Sir Arthur Currie -lind al- 
so signified their Intention of attend- 
ing. Quintan's nnnouncomonts of the 
speakers .vas loudly clapped The 
charge for the Bouquet had not yet 
been decided on but It would be In 
the vicinity of three dollars. 

Mitchell .then called upon the 
speaker. Mr. MacKenzie, saying that 
Mr. MacKenzte was one of tvie pro- 
minent banking men of Montreal be- 
ing- General Manager of the Montreal 
Truss Company and past president of 
the Montreal Board of Trade. 

"Banks arc the products of civili- 
zation" began the speaker, "as 'he 
world progresses money i s made, itnd 
the question arises." who will take 
care of this money." This is the func- 
tions of the bank. A bank must be 
ready at all .times to pay back '.he 
»noRfix_ia- the Je-nder. 

'Tlie note holder Is an involuntary 
creditor. Ho mue; take, ordinarily lie 
has th c rlpht to so to the bank and 
demand gold *or it Thi s privilege Is 
now suspe-ided. In the past, many 
banks failed and the holder of the 
note found that it was worthies*. 
There Is now a fund created to guard 
against t'jis and Is deposited with 
the government. In the event of • 
failure and the bank in question be- 
ing unable to pay in full, the other 
hanks must accept these notes. When 
the Home Bank failed, the other bank? 
paid the remalnlrg notes. This «Sys- 
tem seems unfair but slnc« the pas- 
sing of t'.ie act, no bank on failure 
has been unable to pay the full ex- 
ten; of the notes" 

"People have the idea that all not je 
should be payable by the government. 
Human experience has shown that 
th e government H? not the best pay- 
ers, owing to general weaknesses of 
governments To illustrate t'als point 
the speaker told tbf> story of an ora- 
tor some yer.rs airo In a Western 
State "ho declared thut when the 
Government puts its stamp on a piece 
of metal. It should be recognized ae 
a dollar. .» farmer in the audience 
u-sked th- speak».- that if this wire 
true, if the government put a stamT- 
on the orators' i»îihikers and made 
them hay. would a mule eat them? 

The G'j#?rnment has restricted the 
reinvesting of th» money that the de- 
positors put id the bank, A bank can- 
not Invest. In res' rstate, In a manu- 
facturing concern or lend money on 
c mortgage because the likelihood of 
the money being ij»il up for a long 
time. TCi» bank must always be In a 
position to realize quickly on the as- 
sets. Th» necessity of investing in 
propos!! Ions on which the money can 
be paid ba.ek soon was clearly shown, 
by the speaker. Ji was perfectly good 
business to lend money to firms thai 
could pay hack the money in a. short 
time. He then '.uok the case or ihn 
salvaging of a steamer called t'.ie 
Josephine and of the moiu?y that the 
bank «a K forced t'. pay oui, because 
the. money could not be reclaimed, 

Tlio bank must also kf ; op clo.-:e 
watclj on his customers for the uvin 
who does not know anything about 
his business Is no) a man to whom 
the bank should lend any large 
amounts of money. 

Thc share hoirie, is lace lo lace 
'with tin; double liability uontfnucd 
''h>: speaker When the City Glasgow 
Bank failed ."orne years ago, many 
people were reduced lo misery be- 
cause-, if .) man held only one share 
he was liable for the full exlcil.l <f 
his estate. N'ov/aituj> the sharehold- 
ers an; nominally in control of the 
bank. They fleet the share -ilireetorn 
jmd tin- directors are responsible lo 
them. T-'.ie government. has male 
provisions I bat wo can hope that will 
provcnl fui on' failings of banks in 
Canada;

OF MOON ON 8TH 

Earth and Moon Changed 
Positions Since Solar 
Eclipse 

Mtitihor Karth la about lo be treat- 
ed to another "big nhow of the llcn- 
vomi". This time Ihe roles will he re- 
versed, It being a lunar eclipse, the 
moon, liiatoiMl of blotting out the sun's 
ra.y.i. Is to do the disappearing act 
Itself. 

The audience at this "show" will 
be much larger than that one of a 
fortnight ago. The beginning Is 
vlilble In Ruropc, Asia. Africa, and 
the eastern part or ihe Atlantic 
Ocean. Tho ending will he. visible In 
Asia, lOurnpe, Africa. Lho Atlantic 
Ocean, Soulli America and the eastern 
part ot North America. 

Tho magnitude of thc eolipsc is "3 
percent. The moon enters th* penum- 
bra 18 h. 4S rn. G.M.T. : middle of ec- 
lipse 21 li. 42 m.: moon loaves pen- 
umbr* February Stli, O h. 35 m.' 

As there is approximatoly a dif- 
ference or time, of 5 hrs. botweeu here 
and Oeornwich, the eclipse witl end 
about 7 p.m., February Stli, as seen 
from Montreal. 

As the full moon risea shortly af- 
ter sun-sot only the l*it stages or tho 
eclipse will be. visible here, but given 
a clear eastern sky il should present 
a very inu-rcating spectacle. It is 
thus seen that since January 24th, 
the dn.to of the total solar eclipse, 
the moon and the earth ha.ve changed 
positions relative to the sun.

"The Challenge of Social Work i.o 
the Christian Student" was the sub- 
ject <if la veilj- ontoresfllng uddttes 
given by Mls s May Reid at a meeting 
of tho S, C. A. of R. V. C. yesterday 
afternoon. Introduced by Miss La- 
fleur, Miss Roid told of a case in her 
own experience, illustrating tho dif- 
ficult problems villi which social 
workers had to cope. "Thc funda- 
mental thing in life is to know our 
object - what wo desire to become 
—what to desire to accomplish. 
Christ, of all teachers, has made the 
greatest appea to us. Wo want to 
accomplish what Jle wished to ac- 
complish: »ve wiuii lo bo thc embodi- 
ment of Ills character: we have 
ca light Ills vision." 

"Thy will be done on earth, us it 
is in heaven" .» what He prayed. The 
Bluto of affairs on earth is obviousy 
not a.s iu henvon. Henoe the challenge 
Is to come, down into these places and 
see the situation for ourselves. 

Bill social work Is not tCie only 
field in whloh one can servo humani- 
ty, It. cannot ibe defined. since the 
Idea of social work changes with '.he 
times. II is a piofession in influenc- 
ing—perhaps i.ii,, groa.tos.1 of all .so- 
cial workers is thc tciiohur. There 
are four fields of social work:— 1S0- 
olnl case work, group work, social -e- 
form and social r< soareà. The motives 
for going into .social work may bo 
threefold— relift'ior.s. patriotic nnd hu- 
manitarian; Ono may hav,, a feeling 
that It Is tho work for him and he 
has a. cfJrliiln contribution to make. 
The true Hiioial worker Is a decided 
optimist, and believes unreservedly <n 
the eventual perfection of the. work 
Ho has every fall:-, that u is on n 
firm foundation mid thai it is ». se- 
rious attempt in practical Christian- 
ity, tihtiti his filât concern should be 
In conducting his life In accordance 
with that >f Christ. Social work da- 
mn ntta the fines, inlclloct and physi- 
cal »trengt:i that can be given. Am 
ClirisHan Students, ovwy opportunity 
Is provided for '."ecomlnB: licaualnted 
with and investigating tho social prob- 
lems of tho day. Therefore lot not the 
challnngo romain unanswered.

Macnaughton and Gardner 
on Aspects of Case 

ECONOMICS CLUB 

Dr. Leacock Sees Much In 
Favor of Project — Hope 
For Future 

That, the Hudson May Railway de- 
served serious attention from Canada 
that tho project in itself was fcasihl* 
and that conditions in the west war- 
ranted consideration of the matter was 
Lho concensus of opinion a I the 
Economics club last night when the 
pros and eons of the road were dis- 
cussed. The chief objections lay in the 
proglem of ihe actual shipping of Ihe 
grain, innurranco and freight rates and 
possible difficulties n navigation 

A. A. MacNaughton, '20 speaking 
first presented the case for the east. 
McNaughton outlined the many 
phases of the project showing the 
great problems confronted in the 
carrying through of thc railroad. W 
II. Gardner, '2r,. for the west vocifer- 
ously pointed on; that this road was a 
pledge, made by the cast — a. pledge 
which had lo be kept if a salisficl 
west were to bo assured. 

Dr. Stephen Leacock. who open- 
ed up the general discussion com- 
mended the speaker on their present- 
ation of the case. "Thc Question", hi 
sad, "as, a siource of innr.ocent fun is 
unsu passed." Dr. Leacock claime l 
particular interes" in the road àir.ce 
il uncle of his, years ago left him 
AOMe stock in the original railway. 
He saw much in favor ot Hie route, — 
a close tie for the west with England 
— but the actual shipping of thc wheat 
presents the great problem. Many Im- 
possibilities have been achieved in 
Canada — perhaDS some day this road, 
too would become a reality'.' 

At the outset MacNauahton sur- 
veyed the railway and shipping route 
with ihe aid of a map. "The whole 
demand for the Hudson Bay route is 
that it will provide a new competing 
export route to Europe, incidently 
charging lower freight rates on wheat," 
the speaker dot-lured. Of late Canada'3 
export of wheat has increased by 
leahs and bounds due to the fact that 
Russia and the Balkans bave temp- 
orarily left the market. Thus in the 
future, the probability i 3 that the 
wheat exports will not increase and 
may even decrease. 

The Hudson Bay route. MacNatish- 
tou further pointed out. In i rdcr to 
compete with the existing routes would 
have to create simitar facilities, that 
the flow of grain might be attracted. 
At a very liberal estimate the mileage 
jlu the wheat country that might be 
j expected to feed the Hudson Bay 
route would be ten per cent. A total 
maximum of the probable flow of 
wheat over the road would be IS.300- 
000 bushels of grain. 

To build the railway is a simple 
matter. Rut as there would be no 
return cargo thc grain coming east to 
Port Nelson would haw to bear the 
expense of building and operating the 
railway, in the form of freight rates 
A average of 27 professional opinions 
fixed the navigability of the straits tor 
K. weeks. All grain thus that would 
he handled up to .September 12. would 
have to be storage grain, as the new 
crop would never be ready till after 
that date. Would exporters cure ;o 
have their commodity tied up for X 
months in the year when fort Arthur 
offers the advantages of holding or 
shipping according to price fluctuat- 
ions 

As tor "ort Xelson i t is shallow 
and must be dredged. If this were don,, 
the fact thai t i- s a tidal harbour 
means impeded ship movements which 
would raise lho ocean freight rates. 

Only a higher ocean freight rate, 
one say 2.". per cent higher than the 
Montreal route will offer, would' in- 
duce tramp steamoiv to go to Port 
Nolaon in view of dangers in the 
.straits and port delay. Whero thon 
docs your new cheap route to Europe 
come In?" MiioXaughton asked. 

"Thoro is a saying," the speaker con- . 
eluded, "that Uie world belongs to the 
enthusiast who keeps cool. I v confoss 
that to merely look at the map fas- 
cinates- one. Rut when I consider tiis 
probable maximum flow of grain by 
the Hudson Ray route, the cost of 
building and operating the railway, 
tho duostlon of grain storage and port 
difficulties, the higher ocean freight 
rates and many othor things, then In- 
deed I too am Inclined to "koop cool." '

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"CANADIANISM" 

Some time ago Principal Currie delivered an address in Win- 
nipeg entitled, "The New Canadianism". He here coined a word 
which has come to stand for all that is best in a citizen of this 
Dominion. Sincerity, patriotism, love of country can nil be sum- 
med up in one word, "Canadianism" 

McGill has a reputation for turning out the best type of 
Canadians. In England, it is spoken of in the same breath as Ox- 
ford and Cambridge. What immediately concerns us, is just in 
what measure the average undergraduate is interested in his coun- 

It is exceedingly doubtful whether vff are living up to tradi- 
.. lion in this respect. How many of us read tha editorial pages of 
ouv public press? How many among us pause in the hectic round of 
l»:cturcs, dances and activities, and sanely consider the position of 
the Dominion of which we will shortly become" responsible citi- 
zens? Approximately three hundred graduates pass out of McGill 
every year. Those graduates immediately become electors, tax- 
payers and citizens. If these men have not acquired a sense of na- 
tional responsibility at college, the chances are that they will add 
to the already considerable group of so-called Canadians, whose, 
characteristics are apathy or ignorant pessimism on Canada's fu- 
ture. 

Canada to-day cannot reasonably be described as affluent, as 
nations go. It is faced with heavy taxation, tremendous difficul- 
ties of geographical divisions within the country, and what is far 
worse, a pessimism and laissez-faire attitude in some sections of the 
country which find expression in vehement denunciation of gov- 
ernments, past and present. What we consider the only effective 
antidote for this last poison is the assertion of confidence by those 
who have considered Canada in her past periods of trial and her 
present, and who have the courage and confidence of Donald 
Smith and Lord Mount Stephen, to face facts and meet the issue 
fairly and squarely. 

If we are failing in this, we have an excuse, though a very 
slight one. The period of a young man's life when he acquires an 
interest in things political and national is between the ages of nine- 
teen and twenty-five. It is equally true that we are imitative and 
draw our example largely from the generation immediately pre- 
ceding us. But the generation now well out of college, has spent this 
period fighting and on return have had little taste for such mat- 
ters. Hence we have but little example. We must therefore act on 
our own initiative and conscience, and assume a sense of respon- 
sibility which is expected of us by those who guard the destinies 
of the country. 

It is of primary importance that McGill men realize that they 
have a duty to their country and their college in learning and think- 
ing about Canada; in forming personal opinions on those subjects 
which affect her most, and thus giving to those who are entrusted 
with the government of the Dominion, a. feeling of suppoit and 
confidence in knowing that the younger generation is assigning 
national responsibility. 

It is only when the student is willing to spam <x fe.w moments 
from his mad rush of work and play, to consider his country and 
her problems, that he is fulfilling his obligation to those who pre- 
ceded him. 

It is-only when we adopt this attitude, that our University is 
fulfilling her function as a national institution.

It' 1 wore an industrial despot in tho 
east controlling my market through a 
majority In the House of Commons. I 
would certainly make sure that my 
prospective buyers had purchasing 
power nnd what Is moro were satis- 
fied. 

"The success of, any great enterprise 
public or private cannot be determin- 
ed In every detail with mathematical 
precision. There Is some element of 
chahco In all undertakings of any Im- 
portance and In this respect the 
Hudson liny railway does not differ 
in its Inception from other projects 
that have proven eminently success- 
ful."

Alpha Omega Alpha Honour 
Medical Fraternity 

'•Without exaggeration. Cancer 4* 
at present one ot the great scourges 
of tlio human race' Professor W. 'V 
Chipman told his audience last night 
.at tho opon meeting of Uie Ajpnn 
Omega Alplia Honour Medical Frnt 
ornlty. 'Although it has been Known 
in a vague and sinister sort of way 
since our McdlccV history began, It 
wu6 only In the 'eighties' that its true 
nature was firm understood. Thl a is 
but forty years ago". 

The rront frequency of cancer Is 
striking. I ', Broskc niand estimates 
that at. the n.ge of •13 and upwards 
cancer kills more people than tuber- 
culosis, pnctimo:i''n. typhoid fever, and 
' ail infectious d.sr.nsos put together. 
Cancer is endémie throughotit the 
world and in a general way, the nuin 
ber deaths assigned to cancer '.n 
creases with the. accuracy of our vi- 
tal statistics. 

The etiology of cancer remains ob- 
scure despi'o an enormous investiga- 
tion. It was at first the belief that a 
parasite was the cause of the disease 
this Kinie with th" inception of mo- 
dern bacteriology. It is Bnshford's ou- 
inioh that. 'Cuixev is only transmis- 
sible by processes which arc In sharj 
contrast i» tin known processes ol 
Infection, and in fact exclude them.' 

Dr. Chipman submitted the following 
'working hypoth- <l«. "In genera 
terms it may be .^iatr.1 t'-.:.t the »«!■ 
nilim o!' ell- proliferation is attained 
early In inlra-ufnr.e life; that this 
cell, activity remain.- high during ma 
turity. ana gradi.ally diminishes with 
the onset "f si ncf fence. No tissue, r.o 
organ is wer at :os; -eeU-prolifera- 
tion ami i'Cll-reu'lLfcsion nre constant- 
ly at work, and their reciprocal il- 
lations are neve;- fixed nor <|iiiescent 
With the onset > '. old ago this de- 
mand lor Oils cell- production is 'lc- 
creascd. This don ea se should be even 
and mutuaî botwr-en i lie tissues. XoiV 
if *by any chance, the cell-production 
should outlast tho cell-demand in any 
tissue, there wonli' at once result an 
over-production r.f cells and a loss of 
tissue balance. Vil h no work to do. 
these excess-cells which remain ve- 
getative or emlryonic and which con- 
stitute the menace 

"This cell-pro'-'feratlon and cell-re- 
gression is found more uniform and 
balanced throughout muturlty; it If 
with the onset of senescence and ;s- 
pecially, I take il a premature scne- 
scene, that there is prone to occur a 
disturbance in tlii* cell relationship. 

"The ideal and healthy old age it 
where thereo is adcmm&ssurate and 
reciprocal less of cell production a- 
mong the tiasues; where there are r.c 
excess-cells, and where the tissue- 
balance Is preset vet) Under these 
conditions old age i s timely, a slow 
a reciprocal decline towards a gener- 
al decay. 

"Many organs have a distinct age- 
incidence of ihei,- own: that 's with- 
may, and dees exist. For example, the 
In 1he younirer body an older orran 
manmae and the uterus are alrealy 
aged at the lime of the menopause. 
In thi H way is explained the respect 
ive ag»e Incidence of cancer in the 
different parts of the body." 

"Maintain a sound mind in a sound 
• body". Professor Shlpman said in 
summing up in or.'; phrase the rule.' 
for guidance in the prevention of 
cancer. 

"General Prophylaxis will deal, a: 
a. "matter of com se. with the genera) 
health of she body, with nutrition 
or over-nutrition. j?nd the factors that 
conspiJo toward a premature sene 
scence. Diet i s a factor here, in res- 
pect of both quantity and quality, and 
the vegetarian doc.-; not escape 

it is the assertion of Dr. Hindliede 
of Copenhagen that: in civilized 
countries the higher standard of li- 
ving during tli last fifty years, has 
been attended by a marked increase 
in the Cancer death -rate.' lie also 
lays it at the c'oor of over-eat In 
the death-rate from Cancer Is high in 
fat people. It is C\u: to over-consump- 
tion of meal, of protein excess, and 
the consequent auto-intoxication. 
Speaking of Amelia, Dr. C. \V. Sak-e 
by, Uie noted Publicist, observes that 
"over-eating is "cw almost the only 
physiological sin generally committed 
in the United Stales." All this over-

Some very Interesting experiments 
were performed last night by Dr. D. 
A. Keys, of the Physios department, 
in his lecture on "Tho Conductivity of 
Hlcctriclty through Casses." lie gave 
a brief but comprehensive account of 
work being done both by himself and 
others on the phenomena, of Hie dis- 
charge tube, and particularly on the 
measure of potential existing In tlio 
Crooko'K dark space, one of the 
areas within an evacuated tube when 
tin electric cliurge is passed from end 
to end. Dr. b. Silverstein, who was 
to have apoken on the subject of 
"Cosmology ", was not able to be pre- 
sent, but Dr. Bve announced thai lie 
would speak twice on Saturday; once 
at 11.00 a.m. and al 8.00 p.m. the 
'.attor lecture being of a popular 
character. 

The first experiment performed by 
Dr. Keys wn s one devised by Wilson 
m show that when a gas is conduct- 
ing a current, the position carriers are 
tho metals. A close room of small 
vertical tubes was so sot. up so as to 
be fed with gas from a common tube 
these gas jets were ign ited tormina 
a continuous band of flame, at each 
end of which were' platinum clcotrotl 
os. When a circuit was set up, a 
galvanometer showed that the gas 
flame was conducting a slight pro- 
portion of the current. One o.C the 
cicclrode» was now cra.ted with sod- 
turn and a current sent through in each 
direction. A much stronger current 
was obtained in one direction than in 
tlio other, showing that the positive 
charges were being carried l>y the 
metal . 

A large discharge tube had been 3et 
up and Dr. Keys now passed a cur- 
rent of about a thousand voltw through 
this tube. This discharge tube, as it is 
called, is simply a, highly evacuated 
glass tube, havng special electrodes 
at each end. On passing a current 
llu-ough, a variety of effects was ob- 
served, Dr. Keys calling the attention 
of these present to the different areas. 
Beginning at the anode was a beauti- 
fully coloured band, with swiftly 
vibrating strlations or waves of inten- 
sity. Next comes a very short space, 
called the after glow, and merging in- 
to the Crooke's dark space, where no 
effects could be observed. This space 
bordered on the kathode. A very in- 
teresting feature was introduced when 
by careful manipulation of the volt- 
age, Dr. Keys succeeded In obtaining 
fixed strlations, which he compared 
to standing sound waves. He ex- 
plained that this was one effect very 
seldom observed, as it required a 
higher voltage than was usually avail- 
able. A s the evacuation of the tube 
continues, Crocke's space grows and 
Hfriations disappear. In the noble or 
rare guses, which are monalomic no 
striatlons are visible if the gases are 
absolutely pure. This has not been ob 
served in the diatomic gases. 

it has been found that there is a 
slight difference in pressure between 
Uie two ends of tho tube, a phenome- 
non investigated by Ruttcuauar and 
others. The theory Is that the ions 
of tho ionized gas move towards one 
electrode under stress of the current, 
causing slight compression at that end 
The que.3i.on cf the measurement of 
I otintial In • Cvcckj's dark space has 
drawn the attention of many scientists 
Wostphal found that thero was a s'harp 
rise of potential from the Kathode lu 
the aflor glow where il remains con 
slant. Thompson. using another 
method, found that the graph repro 
senting this rise was a straight line 
Dr. Koys himself has been working 
on this problem, and demonstrated 
tho apparatus lie litis been using. The 
olootrodev in tills iipaxntus are movabl.'. 
allowing adjustments 'to be made for 
comparative observât Ion . 

Noxl week Dr. Koys is giving a 
further lecture on this subject, to 
which all aro invited.
